Israel-Jordan 
‘tentative’ 
accord reported 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Jordan and 
Israel have reached some agree- 
ment, all still tentative, involving 
the West Bank and a Palestinian 
state, "Time” magazine said yester- 
day. 

It said the two nations have ag- 
reed “very tentatively” that a pos- 
sible settlement would involve Jor- 
dan’s agreement to demilitarize the 
West Bank while Israel would keep 
a strip of fortified settlements along 
the river to safeguard its borders. 


These and other tentative points 
have been agreed to by the two 
countries, said the magazine, follow- 
ing negotiations growing out of the 
face-to-face border meeting four 
months ago between King Hussein 
and Deputy Premier Yigal Allon in 
a parked car. Since then, said 
“Time,” subordinates have held as 
many as half a dozen meetings, out 
of which have come the outlines of 
a possible settlement. 


Other tentative points agreed 
upon, “Time” : 


e There should be πὸ separate 

Palestinian state, but the West 
Bank peopie would retain their 
Jordanian citizenship and they 
would have ‘access to the East Bank 
by means of a corridor at Jericho 
between the ‘Israel border ᾿ settle- 
ments.

NEW YORK (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister Golda Meir has stated that 
within 24 hours of border negotia- 
tions getting under way with the 
Arabs, Israel will table its pro- 
posala for new frontiers, “News- 
week" magazine reported yesterday. 

Mrs. Meir was quoted as saying: 
“In some cases, border changes will 
be minor and in others there may 
be need for major changes.” 

Mrs. Meir refused to give any 
details of Israel’s proposed new, bor- 
ders, but said: “Within 24 hours of 
border negotiations getting under . 
way. our suggéstions for a new 
map will be on the table,” She 
stressed repeatedly that there was 
mo substitute for secure and re- 
cognized borders and again express- 
ed her preference for direct talks 
with the Arabs, 

Mrs. Meir was also quoted as say- 
ing she flatly rejects the possibility 
of the establishment of a separate 
Palestinian state. δὲ 


NO ROOM FOR 3 STATES 

“We do not belleve there Is room 
for three states between the Medi- 
terranean and the Iragi bordér," she 
was quoted as saying. “Especially 
ἃ state that could carry the seeds 
of yet another war,” 

The Premier conceded that Pres- 
ident Sadat’s declaration saying 
Egypt was willing to sign a peace 
treety recognising Israel as a 
sovereign state was “something im- 
portant.” But she added: “There is 
one stumbling block left which we 
hope will also be removed — namely 
that Egypt is asking us to make 
prior commitments before any nego- 
tiations can take place on outstand- 
ing issues — we cannot accept any 
preconditions.” 

Mrs, Meir called “far-fetched” the 
interviewer's suggestion that Is- 
rael's proposals should be disclosed 
because of the danger the U.S. and 
Soviet Union might go to war over 
the Middle East. 

Asked whether she was prepared 
to discuss borders only in face-to- 
face talks with the Arabs, Mrs. 
Meir replied: “I am saying this 
would be the best method. But if at 
this stage they want to negotiate 
through Dr. Jarring, we don't object. 
However, I cannot conceive how we 
can negotiate substantive problems 
without face-to-face meetings.” 


SCALE OF CHANGES 


Asked about the scale of border 
changes Israel required, Mrs. Meir 
said: “When they (the Arabs) see 
our map they will see whether they 
are minor or major. We could do 
what the Egyptians have done — 
draw a map and say this is It, 
take it or leave it. Many people 
would say this is an ultimatum. We 
‘haven't said that. We want to ne- 
gotiete — and negotiation means 
give and take. In some cases the 
border changes will be minor and 
in others there may be need for 
major changes,” 

Mrs. Meir defended the controver- 
sial settling of Jewish families in 
Hebron, saying she could not agree 
to the principle that no Jew could 
live in . Jordan. 

The Prime Minister said there 
was no mention in Bgypt's propo- 
sails that it would be willing to give 
up the economic boycott of Israel 
“It’s conspicuous by its absence,” 
she said. “But, it must be made 
very clear in a peace agreement.” 

Mrs. Meir rejected the idea of 
relying on Big Four guerantees 
linked to the ΤΙΝ. Security Couzcil 
to ensure Israeli security during the 
transition to peace, although she 
said after peace had been negotiat- 
ed, Israel would consider any sug- 
gestions for additional safeguards. 

‘Mrs. Meir sai she would recom- 
mend that israel sign a peace agree- 
ment even if Egypt refused normal 
diplomatic relations signified by an 
exchange of ambassadors.

BONN (Reuter). — With tractors, 
pitchforks and car caravans, tens 
of thousands of West German farm- 
ers have been protesting this 
month in a desperate effort to reap 
the benefits of Germany's economic 
miracle and still stay on the land.

10 bodies found 
as Greek ship 
feared sunk 


FOLKESTONE. The Greek- 
owned freighter Niki of 2,371 tous, 
which sailed ‘from Dunkirk for 
Alexandria on Ssturday night, is be- 
lieved to-have sunk in the English 
Channel. During the day, 10 bodies, 
one 8 woman, were picked up in 
the English Channel off Folkestone, 
in addition to an orange lifebuoy 
with the ship’s name—Nild, Piraeus. 

Since no other ship has been re- 
ported missing, the authorities fear 
that it was the Niki that went 
down. It was believed to have been 
sailed over the Verne sandbank, 
off the Kentish coast, where two 
ships — the tanker Texaco Carib- 
bean and the German freighter 
Brandenberg — were sunk after 
collisions during the past six weeks. 

Their hulks are still on the bot- 
tom of the ses, marked by buoys 
and a lightship. The authorities 
now fear that the Niki, for some 
reason, ignored navigational warn- 
ings to keep clear of the two sunk- 
eu ships. The theory is that she hit 
the wr and then sank imme- 
diately, so quickly that the crew did 
not have time to inflate their life- 
rafts.

Liechtenstein 
denies women 
right to vote 


VADUZ, Liechtenstein (Reuter). — 
The all-male electorate of the tiny 
principality of Liechtenstein yester- 
aay narrowly voted not to give wo- 
men the vote in the Alpine state's 
national affairs. Voting figures were 
1,897 against the proposal and 1,817 
in Favour. 

The result of the referendum 
leaves Liechtenstein — population 
19,000 — the only country in Europe 
without female suffrage. The only 
other countries in the world where 
women have not yet been given 
the vote are Seudi Arabia, Jordan, 
Kuwait and Yemen. 

About 70 per cent of the elec- 
torate of Liechtenstein, sandwiched 
between Austria and Switzerland, 
took part in the poll 

In an already tiny poputation the 
electorate is miniscule — decause 
the many foreigners resident in the 
principality do not have the vote 
and — ironically — because there 
are more women than men Liech- 
tenstein nationals.

Arthur’s armies. We have 2 de- 
finitive study of this — “China 
Crossed the Yalu," by Allen Whit- 
ing (Macmillan, 1960) — which is 
worth reading today in the new 
Vietnam context. 


Domino theory 


Trying in retrospect to pin down 
Chinese motivations, Whiting con- 
cludes that Russian persuasions and 
military aid had something to do 
with it, as did internal domestic 
factors in China, but that the main 
motivation was China’s concern 
about its ‘Asian position. It didn't 
care so much about Korea’s boun- 
daries ‘but it cared very much about 
the survival of the Pyongyang Com- 
munist regime and feared that if it 
were to fall (and MacArthur was 
doing some fancy bragging about 
that) there would be an American 
Korean-Japanese anticommun- 
ist bloc and the whole structure of 
Communist power and prospects in 
Asia would be threatened. Tt was 
the domino theory in reverse.

21 million Chinese 


without a 


Nw YORK (AP). — “The most 
formidable economle power in Asia, 
outside of Japan, is a nation of 
twenty-one million without ‘heir 
own homeland or government — the 
overseas Chinese. Despite racial hos- 
tility and even massacres, this scat- 
tered uation of expatriates domi- " 
nates the economic life of South- 
east Asia.” 

This estimate of a remarkliy 
resliient and industrious people is 
given by “Fortune” magazine in a 
13-page article in its March issue, 

From the pedicabs they own and 
Operate in the streets of Jakarta to 
their banks in Hong Kong, Singa- 
pore and Malaysia these adaptable 
people survive and prosper so much 
85 a group that “many interna- 
tional corporations find them in- 
valuable as managers and allies,” 
the Time [Inocorporated business 
monthly adds in its survey. 

“Scattered throughout Southeast 
Asia, from Burma to the Philip- 
pines,” says “Fortune,” the overseas 
Chinase live in tight-knit communi- 
ties, linked to each other across na-

tlonal boundaries by family and 
clan bonds forged over the cen- 
turies. Though deeply conscious of 
past traditions, the Chinese are the 
most modern, adaptable group in 
their part of the world. And at 
every level, from major commercial 
-banks to small rural middle-men, 
they dominate finance, industry 
and trade, They constitute only six 
per cent of the region's population 
‘but their. economic importance 1s 
far greater than their numbers in 
this sea of languid people resis- 
tant to the instincts of modern ca- 
pitalism, where only the Chinese 
have displayed the avidity to orga- 
nize trade and the adeptness to 
manage and expand complex busi- 
mess enterprises. Their strongholds 
are Hong Kong, Singapore and Ma- 
laysia... but even in Indonesia and 
the Phillppines they wield potent 
influence.” 

In their adopted Southeast: Asian 
homes, the overseas Chinese have 
managed to “prosper under many 
corrupt, unstable regimes," “Fortu- 
ne" added, and survived though 
“thousands of them were massacred 
in Indonesta in 1956-66 and Malay-

MOSCOW (AP}. The Soviet 
Umon said in a statement published 
yesterday that it Is firmly in favour 
of “a settlement of the Middle Hast 
conflict by. political means,” and 
warned that the only alternative is 
a “military clash.” The statement 
reiterated the Soviet view that Is- 
rael must withdraw from all terri- 
torles held since the Six Day War. 

The statement was published on 
the front page of most Moscow 
newspapers yesterday'and was car- 


ried by the Soviet news agency |. 


Tass. . 

Tt said that “a more favourable 
situation than ever’ before has been 
taking shape in the past several 
weeks” in the Middle East. But 
every government, every responsible 
politician, should realise that the 
alternative in the Middle East was 
such — political settlement or a 
military clash. 

The statement said that the 
Soviet Union would not allow 
Israel “to break up the Arab natio- 
nal liberation movement" or 
overthrow the progressive regimes 
that have asserted themselves in 
the U-AR. and other Arab coun- 
tries.” 

The Soviet Union was a friend 
of the Arab peoples and was giving’ 
them the necessary assistance — 
political and material — in the 
struggle for “the liberation of lands 
captured by the Israeli aggressors. 
This aid will be given further.” 

The Soviet statement said that 


Israel had announced that it would) 


not return to the armistice line of 
June 4, 1967 and had thus come 
out “openly as an aggressor.” Is- 
rael had “again showed the whole 
world that it does not want to 
give up its plundering hebits and 
is not stopping short of challenging 
the U.N. and the peoples of the 
whole world.” 

The statement charged that the 
U.S. “encourages Israel's aggressive 
policy” by giving the “Israeli occu- 
pationists extensive patronage and 
supplying them with the latest type 
of weapons. The U.S. pays Up ser- 
vice to peace in the Middle East,” 
but there was a big gap between 
words and deeds in American policy.

At best the Congress Party might 
win 240 seats out of 518. Less 
optimistic forecasts say it will be 
fortunate to get as many as it held 
in the last house — around 225. 

In its final stages the election 
campaign has turned into 2 battle 
between Mrs. Gandhi and her op- 
ponents on the right and left.

Letting off steam with the Minister 


AST week Communications Min- 

ister Shimon Peres listened to 
about 400 staffers from the engi- 
neering and telephone departments 
of the Jerusalem branch of the 
Ministry. He has been holding such 
get-together meetings with Ministry 
staff at least once weekly for the 
past month and intends to continue 
until he has provided himself with 
the opportunity to meet with all 
14,000 employees of the Ministry.

Mr. Peres speaks without notes 
and in a low key. He reviews the 
political situation and the prospects 
for peace or war, and reminds us 
that we are still a long way from 
returning to a normal peacetime 
economy. Ten minutes of this and 
he is ‘busy saying how important 
the work of the postal and telephone 
services is, and backs it up with 
‘an impressive lst of the millions 
of letters, phone calls etc., which 
are ‘handled by the Ministry. 


Salary question 

Mr. Peres talks weil, blending 
humour throughout his speech and 
maintaining an intelligent level, 
never talking down to his audience, 
whose unwavering attention he 
holds. 

He admits salaries are not high, 
but then salaries aren't everything, 
he says, there is also pride in one's 
work. He appeals to them all sto 
do their utmost so that they will 
e''proud they work in the Commu- 
alcations Ministry.

Year’s extension 
for Defence Loan

The Cabinet yesterday authorised 
the Committee of Economic Minis- 
ters to approve new draft bills, ex- 
tending the Defence Loan Lew and. 
the Savings Loan Law for another 
12 months. i 

Although the drafts have to be 
approvt y the Committee, then 
pass three Knesset readings, before 
April 1, the Committee yesterday 
only managed ta approve the firat 
— the amendment fo the Defence 
Loan Law. 

This enteils two changes --- one 
whereby the interest earned from 
Approved savings schemes is exempt 
trom the compulsory loan; the se- 
cond whereby overtime, and night 
shift work, are likewise exempt. 

The Committee 
enough time to approve similar 
changes in the Savings Loan Law, 
Plus another innovation, by which 
repayment will be effected in four 
years instead of five, starting with 
the 1970 Loan issue. -

home. An army Lark car, followed 
by a small convoy of Red Cross, 
army, police and Magen David Adom 
personnel, whisked him off after the 
officers had forced a way for bim 
through the throng of newsmen. 

Foreign Ministry representative 
Shmuel Ovnat read the newsmen a 
brief official announcement on the 
“deal” which had secured Rosen- 
wasser’s release. “The International 
Red Cross today returned to Israel, 
the watchman Shmuel Rosenwaszer, 
whe was held for longer than a 
year. At the same time, the Red 
Cross transferred to Lebanon, Mah- 
moud Hejazi, after he had served 
six years’ imprisonment in Isreel. 
The proposal for the exchange was 
passed to Israel by the Red Cross 
and the Government of Israel decid- 
ed to sccept it.” Ι 

‘Meanwhile, a large crowd of rela- 
‘tives and neighbours had assembied 
outside the Rosenwasaer flat (to 
which they moved: six months ago) 
at 6 Rehov Rokah in Kiryat Motz- 
kin. Though the authorities had 
been careful not to raise their 
expectations before the head of 
their family had actually returned 
to Israel, a ‘Haifa newsman had un- 
wittingly infonmed the Rosenwasgers 
by phone, and the news soon spread 
through the neighbourhood. 

Just before 4 o'clock the convoy 
arrived and Rosenwesser was given 
a-tearful and joyous welcome by 
his wife, Itea, 15-year-old daughter 
Onike, and his brother, while the 
delighted crowd looked on. Again 
the officers forced a way through 
the crowd into the ground floor flat, 
on whose front door was hung a 
welcome notice in Hungarian, Isten 
kozott, handprinted in blue on white. 

‘Once inside, Rosenwasser and his 
family drank a lehayim toast with. 
the officers and Red Cross person- 
nel, and his daughter thanked every- 
body for thelr air for getting her 
father home. 

Again Rosenwasser, patiently 
though obviously unwillingly, faced

some questions in Hebrew, 

‘Be said that since his capture he 
was held in a small house inside a 
Fatah camp, near Damascus. There 
had always been guards in his room,

short walks, He was allowed to cook 
his own meals, as he did not like 
Areb food, and “had everything” 
including eggs and meat, and could 
not complain.

He noted that for the past 
12 months he had not exchanged a 
word with his capters, conversing 
with them onjy in sign language and 
talking to the Red Cross offi- 
clals when they visited him. They 
had brought him books, and he had 
read @ lot, Although he was not re- 
ligious the had also prayed daily 
from a pocket sidur the Red Cross 
brought him from Israel. He 
brought it back with him yes- 
terday, his only cherished posses- 
sion, and had his daughter kiss it. 


The Red Cross had also brought 
him a transistor radio “and I lis- 
tened to the news from all stations 
I could understand, including Kol 
Israel from six in the morning till 
nine at night.” From those broad- 
casts the hed understood that Israel 
was working for his release, 

Shortly after his kidnapping the 
Fatah told him that they considered 
him an “Israeli soldier," but later 
“never again explained why they 
were holding me.” 

Three times they had taken him 
from the camp “to return me to 


Israel,” but each time they had 
brought him back..He could not 
remember exact dates. Thus, when 
on February 8, they told him again 
that they were about to release 
him “through Lebanon, I did not 
really believe them any more. But 
they behaved a little better to me 
so I did hope that this time they 
would not fool me again.” 

Rosenwasser was visibly fatigued, 
confused and excited, but repeatedly 
said that he hed been “treated 
well” and was “never beaten.” 

When one newsmen asked him 
what his plans for the future were, 
he looked completely nonplussed. 
His relatives pleaded with us to 
‘deave him alone with us at last” 
and jet him rest. However, he 
cheered up again when his daugh- 
ter, face tear-stained but happy, 
reminded him that Saturday had 
been his 59th birthday, and that 
he thus deserved a “double mazal 
tov.’ When your reporter took 
leave from him and mentioned that 
he had “made a long shift of his 
watch,” Rosenwasser considered 
this for 2 moment, and then smiled 
his agreement. “But it is at last 
over,” he added, and said that ‘TI 
am happy to be back with my fa- 
mily and to be free again in Israel.” 
Later, the Chairman of the Me- 
tuilla Local Council, at the head of 
a village delegation, called at the 
fiat to welcome Rosenwasser. 

The exchange for Hejazi was 
proposed a few weeks ago, officials 
said in Jerusalem. Over the past 
year, the Fatah had demanded the 
release of several terrorists, at one 
time reportedly 20. 

Officials paid tribute to the as- 
sistance of the International Red 
Cross in bringing about the release. 

(In Beirut, Hejazi told a news 
conference, “I was punished for 
everything, even speaking, but in 
most cases the torture wags more 
of a psychological than a psysical 
nature.

“RELEASED Sde Dov to be expanded, 


not scrapped, says Arkia

TEL AVIV. — “To the best of my 
knowledge, the Transport Ministry 
intends to retain and further de- 
velop Sde Dov, Tel Aviv's municipal 
airport,” Arkia's managing director, 
Mr. Lev Bigun, declared at a brief- 
ing on inland aviation given at Beit 
‘Sokolow here yesterday. Mr. Bigun 
made this comment in reply to 85 
opinion voiced ‘by a consortium of 
pilots yesterday, to the effect that 
Sde Dov should be scrapped as ἃ 

passenger airfield. 

“The north to south runway, run- 
ning parallel to the sea, will be 
strengthened and extended, and 
there is no conceivable reason as to 
why we should not transfer our 
Viscounts, mow based at Lod, to 
Tel Aviv as well, and to transform 
Sde Dov into a proper base,” Mr. 
Blgun said. 

Arkia now operates five Herald 
and two Viscount turboprop pas- 
senger liners. A third Viscount has 
already been purchased (for 
£100,000) and should arrive here 
next month. Mr. Bigun further 
disclosed that the company ‘was 
already contemplating the purchase 
of two-engined jetliners, but ‘waa 
still undecided as to whether the 
¢thoies should falk on ‘Boeing, 
Dougias or Dutch-German Fokker 


‘ aircraft. The jets will be purchased 


in 1972, but it will take Arkia at 
least two more years to learn to 
fly, operate and maintain them, 
he said. 

The company may also consider 
the purchase of two Stol (short- 
take-off-and-landing) aircraft but a 
final decision on this wil] have to 
await evaluation of the vartous 
inland airfield development projects 
now under way, The creation of 
new landing facilities capable of 
handling aircraft now used by the 
company might obviate the need 
for Stol aircraft, the reporters were 
told. 

Last year Arkia lost over IL20,000 


out of its TL2Ilm. turnover. The . 
deficit followed 2 1L200,000 profit 
(1L18m. turnover) in 1969 and a 
1L400,000 profit on a IL12.5m. turn- 
over in 1968. : 

Mr. Bigun attributed the losses 
mainly to a 20 per cent increase in 
wages which the company had to 
pay out last year and which alone 
increased expenditures ‘by 1IL800,000 
per year. : 

The company intends to reduce 
the special reduction given to Eilat 
citizens from 36.5 per cent to 25 
per cent as of March 15. There 
‘was no justification for Arkia to 
carry the 70,000 Eilatis who flew 
northwards last year at a loss — 
especially since most of the tickets 
were bought on behalf of the 
travellers by companies (Timna, 
the Ports Authority and* others 
offering workers in Hilat elght free 
trips per year). The new one-way 
fare will be 11.34.50 instead of IL29 
as hitherto. (A “normal one-way 
ticket costs of IL46.) 

Last year the company carried 
close to 2 quarter million pas- 
sengers. The vast majority flew on 
the Bilat-Tel Aviv run (over 222,000). 
Over 26,000 flew to Sharm e-Sheikh
